LOCOMOTIVE BLOWS UP. 


Vincennes, Ind., July 23.—Engi- 


neer John Comuthy, of Washington, 
and Hreman Michael Muster, of this 
ciity, were killed yesterday by a ter- 
rible boiler explosion of their engine 
on the Baltimore find 
Ohio South- 


western freight (train, No, 34, while 
running forty miles *an 'hour, near 
Olaremont, west of this place. Both 
leave families. Twelve cars of oner- 
chandise were ditched and burned by 
the wreck. The loss will a-eacn $12,- 
000. The accident was most singu- 
lar in railroad annals. 


The trainmen are unable to 'give 


any accurate description, of the ex- 
'plosion* The train was making fast 
•time on ma easy grade and the diead 
engiuemen evidently had no (warning 
of the disaster. 
A bnakeman saw 


them a few minutes before the 'acci- 
dent. A't that time Conafchy sat, as 
usual, on the right side of (the cab 
>and the fireman was busy feeding 
the boiler. 
The explosion 
threw 


parts of the engine in -all directions 
and the speeding oars piled upon and 
over 
<the debris, the whole mass 


catching, fire immediately and "burn- 
ing rapidly. 
The enginemen evi- 


dently died instantly, apparently 
having been killed 'by the force of 
the explosion and being lifeless be- 
fore their bodies were pinned under 
the wreckage.

ionists. The archbishop says: 


"Yes, the news from Rome is quite 
iftl'S'&ictory, and, I am sure, quite 


correct. Private advices coming to 
me from the most reliable source con- 
firm in all respects the dispatches 
given by the Associated Press. 


"The sovereign pontiff and other 


Roman authorities <are delighted with 
Governor Taft personally and with 
the negotiations in course of [progress 
between 'him and the Vatican. Re- 
por.ts sent out by the. correspondents 
of certain London papers to the effect 
that the pontiif was displeased with 
th'e manner of acting of the commis- 
sion of cardinals appointed to treat 
with Governor Taft were absolutely 
unfounded. 
, ' 


"As stated in this morning's Rome 


dispatches, the pontiff assured Gov- 
ernor Taft that -lie was most satisrfi 
and lia.ppy at the results so far ob- 
tained >and -that he was confident the 
iiegotiaitions 'begun in Rome would 
be th'e starting point of a complete 
sjid satisfacfcory solution of the ques- 
tion under discussion. 
This state- 


ment sums up in the most eac*aet man 
ner the situation as the Vatican views 
it, and as it really is. 


DELAY IS INEVITABLE. 


"That the negotiations 'have not yet 


reached final conclusions 'and -are to 
be transferred from Rome to Manila 
is what niigiht have ibeen expected 
from the 'beginning. Governor Tat't 
is in -a .hurry to return to the Philip- 
pines -and could net prolong his stay 
in Rome, <and, on the other hand, the 
problems .to .be solved are so corn-pli- 
cated, especially from the vatican 
standpoint, that time in the work is 
ci prime necessity. 


"The Vatican and Governor Taft 


came easily and quickly to a sub- 
stantial agreement; the question foi 
the Vatican is what practical methods 
•are to be adopted to put the} agree- 
ment into execution. 
With a little 


time certain matters now seeming to 
off&r great difficulties will -be made, 
by quiet, skillful touches of pontifical 
diplomacy, to work themselves on 
without friction or excitement; anc 
so, when in Manila, final conclusions 
•are to be reached, things will have 
been ripe -and will turn out all right. 


"This is the Vatican method of pro- 


ceeding; it is a wise and pimdent 
method, 
Mr. Taft understands the 


matter, and leaves -Rome 'thoroughly 
satisfied and hopeful. 
He carries 


away with-him the rpooitiff's state- 
ment that the negotiations begun in 
Rome will prove to have been the 
starting point of a complete and satis- 
factory solution of the questions at 
issue, and that much he considers to 
be quite sufficient for the -moment, 
There can be no doufot but rtflmt the 
active co-operation of the Vatican is 
now assured to the American govern- 
ment in its task of pacification in the 
Philippines, and that in the results 
th6 'administration at Washington 
v/ill have ample reason to felicitate 
itself for having sent Governor Taft 
to Rome. 


WANTS ATTACKS STOPPED. 
"And now, it is -to be -hoped there 


will :be among certain classes of Ro- 
man Catholics in America a cessation 
of movements and declarations such 
as we 'have had recent occasion to 
"hear of regarding religious matters 
in the Philippines, Tihe pope teaches 
those Roman Catholics to trust tho 
American government, as itfliey s&em- 
ingly have been heretofore unwilling 
to do. In his conversation with Gov- 
ernor Taft he expressed the highest 
esteem for American methods

marked tlhat -he had more than once 
pointed toward the tlnited States as

The, first two birds of the flock of 


fourteen homing pigeons which were 
liberated at Abilene, 
Texas, 
last 


Tuesday morning reached Ft. Wayne 
shortly after 8 o'clock this morning, 
having flown the 1,004 -miles be« 
tween Abilene and Fort "Wayne in 
8 'days, 3 hours, 5 minutes and 30 
seconds and lowering 
the world's 


record for 1,000 miles by nearly a 
day and a half. 


The first bird to arrive belonged 


to Henry Beach, president of the 
tFort Wayne Homing club, and a bird 
belonging to Dr. Carl Schilling ar- 
rived less than five minutes after- 
ward. The birds had been in nearly 
half an hour before it was known 
they had arrived, but in accordance 
with the rules governing a pigeon 
race, the time was reckoned from the 
time the arrival of the birds- is noted. 


Sir. Beach, who lives at 3,013 La- 


fayette street^ first became aware of 
the return of his bird by 'hearing a 
great commotion in his pigeon loft, 
an'd upon investigation 
found the 


pigeon engaged in a duel to the death 
with another bird who had alienated 
the affections cf his mate. -The stay- 
a't-home bird had not only "cut out" 
the other, but had pre-empted 
his 


nest box, hence the fight. The 'homer 
had decidedly the best of the argu- 
ment, 
notwithstanding 
his 
long 


flight, and soon put Ms rival cut of 
business. 
Then, apparently dis- 


gusted with his m?Jte'si fickleness, he 
turned" her out and proceeded- to find 
another. 


The fourteen -pigeons-, belonging to 


Henry Beach and Dr. Carl Schilling, 
were liberated at Abilene at 5:25 
o'clock Tuesday morning, July 15. 
The pigeons were 
all of the blue 


barred and'chsck variety and several 
of them had made long flights earlier 
in the season. 


In -making the trip home the bii'ds 


crossed Texas, Indian Territory, Ar- 
kansas, Missouri, Illinois and Indi- 
ana, averaging about 125 miles a 
day. The birds' seldom1 alight except 
to roost at night and eat but little. In 
long flights it is seldom that more 
than one bird in four returns, as they 
are frequently shot, killed by eagles 
or hawks, captured, 
or lose their 


way. 


Mr. Iteach's bird which now holds 


the world's record is of the variety 
known as the "smoky check" and is 
about four years old. It has made 
long flights quite frequent^- 
and 


only a fe\v weeks ago covered 600 
miles in record -time. 'Mr. Beach is 
president of the Homing club and has 
one cf the best equipped pigeon lofts 
in the United 
States.

At that time Conathy sat, as 
usual, on the right side of the cab 
and th* fireman was busy feeding 
the boiler. 
The explosion

parts of tiu engine IB all dirtcticns

debris, the whole mass 


catching fire immediately and barn- 
ing rapidly. 
The englnemen evi- 


dcntly died Instantly, apparently 
haviug been killed by the force of 
the explosion and being lifeless be- 
fore their bodies were pinned under 
the wreckage.

The Primus was an 


steamer from Buxtehude 
of Hanover, Prussia). 


The disaster occurred' 


Blankenese and Niensteden.

At tha time of the 'accident the. 


Primus was crossing the river chan- 
nel near Blankenese from the south- 
em into the ncrtihern fairway. 


According to witnesses aboard tihe 


Hansa the movement was made too. 
precipitately. 


'Tihe Primus struck the tug's en-.t 


gine room and the Hansa endeuxv- 
ored tp pu^h 'her ashore, but the tug., 
grounded and the ships parted. The 
Primus then. sank. 
g 
In the interval, howeiver, about 


fifty of her passJengers were able to^ 
reach the Hansa iby means of ropes 
and ladders. 
Seventy more were 


picked up by the tugboats, -while 
other swam, ashore. 


The disaster caused deep gloom' 


here. Many children, ioatt both Itheir 
parents. The Choral society, which 
was on board the excursion, steamer, 
consisted mainly of workmen. There 
were no foreign passengers.

CAPTAIN GIVES TTP. 


Captain Peterson, of the Primus, 


swam ashore and gave himself up to 
the police. 
Captain Sachs, of the 


Hansa, also surrendered. 


The Primus was the oldest :boat ou 


the Elbe. She was built iu England 
in 1844 and 'had never before met 
with an accident. 


The Hamburg-American line which 


owns 'the Hansa, iasued a statement 
to the effect that the weather was 
fine, the moon was shining and that 
both vessels were steering- absolute- 
ly clear of each other. Suddenly the 
Primus, when about 450 feet from 
the Haiisa, put her rudder hard apart 
and crossed the bows of the latter. 
"This mistake," continues the state- 
ment, "rendered a collision unavoid- 
able. The only possible step for the 
"FTflTiqq, to take, namely to go 
full" 


speed 'astern, was carried out imme- 
diately, but -without avail. 
Leas' 


than a minute elapsed between the 
time the Primus changed her course. 
and the collision. Boats were imme- 
diately lowered from the Hansa and 
ropes and ladders were thrown, over- 
board. Fifty persons were rescued, 
by the boats. At the same time the 
Hansa tried to push 
<tha Primus 


ashore, but, being of 'deeper draught/ 
grounded herself before the passen- 
ger boat. The Primus floated d»wn 
stream -and sank three hundred feet 
from the Hansa."

Just 
as years before the failure of a min- 
ing claim bad not daunted the miner, 
so in this later time the loss of 
dozen million did not loosen his fibre, 
and after that evil day John W. Mac- 
kay was richer than ever. 


When a lunatic's shot brought him 


to the verge of death the whole world 
waited anxiously for the bulletins 
from his bedside. When Ms old part- 
ner, Fair, died, it did not cause 
ripple away from the Pacific coast, 
and even then no word of regret was 
heard. John1 Mackay, the poor ship- 
wright's apprentice, became John W. 
Mackay, the world-famous financier, 
without making an enemy. 
Every 


dollar of his incalculable millions 
was iclean money. His path to great 
fortune was not over the bodies o± 
other men. 
He wrested his wealth 


from the earth, and no man was the 
poorer for his acquirement. He won 
his fortune by hard work and dogged 
persistence. 
There were a hundred 


thousand boys in. New York who had 
the same chance as .the young ship- 
yard worker. There were fifty thou- 
sand men in the California 
mines 


whose opportunity was as good as 
his. 
There were ten thousand min- 


ers on the Comstock who could have 
taken the opportunity offered by the 
half-abandoned shaft, but they did 
not do it, and John W. Mackay did.

Washington, July 22.—The state 


department has taken active steps 
to savo the life of Dr. Russell Wil- 
son, a young Ohio physician, wflia is 
held under arrest at Blufields by the 
Nicamguan

authorities. 


Wilson was a member of a filibuster- 
ing party which made a landing near 
Monkey Point, about four miles from 
tluefields. 
Most of the party were 


captured, owing to the inability of 
the commander of the expedition to 
land reinforcements on account of 
the heavy weather, and among tflie 
number was Wilson. The Ni 
general was about to execute 'him 
summarily, but he was induc'ed by 
the pleas of some of the English- 
speaking people of Bluefields to al- 
low .the law to follow its* course.

Baltimore, July 21.—A fierce tor- 


nado characterized by a windstorn 
of 
extiaordjnary 
fury, 
thunder 


vivid lightning and a her.vy rain 
hurst upon Baltimore at 1:30 yester- 
day afternoon, 
coming 
from the 


southwest, with the net result that 
thirteen persons lost -their lives, hun- 
dreds of houses "were unroofed, traes 
in the public parks and. streets were 
torn up by the roots, many buildings 
damaged and several people injured. 
The storm exhausted its fury m less 
than fifteen -minutes. 
The damage 


done in the business .part of the city 
was comparatively slight, bedng con- 
fined to the blowing down, of signs 
and injuries to roofs. It was in the 
residence portions of the city and 
along the liver front nnd in the -har- 
bor -where the wind spent its violence. 


Of those who .perished nine were 


drowned in the harbor from open 
boats, two were drowned .by the over- 
turning of a boat at Tolchester, one 
was killed 'by a falling1 tree 'and one 
by a live wire.

Chicago; July 16.—After two days 


of strife the Chicago freight handlers' 
strike terminated today in an un- 
qualified, victory for the railroads. A 
meeting of the strikers, presided over 
by President Curran, resulted in an 
almost unanimous vote to return to 
vork, leaving the wage scale amd 
other questions for settlement be- 
tween the men and their respective 
loads. 


At the conclusion of the meeting 


the -strikers went 'by hundreds to the 
warehouses to apply for their old po- 
liticns, and the teamsetrs who (have 
remained out in sympathy again took 
up then- reins. 
By noon immense 


quantities of freight which had been 
held back for days were being rushed 
to the railroads, or taken from ware- 
houses and cars. Wihere stagnation 
bad ruled commercial activity ag-aia 
reigned. 
Chicago 
merohanlts 
ex- 


pressed 'Unbounded relief at >the ter- 
mination of 'hostilities, hut they were 
scarcely less happy than tihe men 
themselves, although the strike is es- 
timated to have cost them $10,000.- 
000, to say nothing of ,fihe trade that 
has been permanently lost to tihein. 


The little hall where tfhe meeting 


of strikers took place was jammed to 
suffocation, and thousands were un- 
able to obtain entrance. 
It was a 


brief meeting, only long enough, for 
an 'angry speech by Curraai and the 
vote wihich followed. 


CURRAN'S ANGRY WORDS. 


"Men," said Curran, "we came out 


like men; we Imveactedlike men, and 
we should not g-o back like sheep, but 
there has -been treachery in our camp. 
Yesterday, when I was about to use 
the telephone, the wire got crossed 
nnd I heard one of the members of our 
executive committee talking- witih a 
railroad manager. He was encourag- 
ing the manager to -hold out, for he 
told him that the strike was almost 
broken. That is a sample of the faith 
that has been kept with me. The of- 
ficials of fahe truck drivers' union 
have not kept faith, either, and it 
seems useless to continue the fight 
any longer. 
Shall we go back and 


ask for our old jobs?" 


In this simple form the matter was 


puit to a vote and almost immediately 
a great chorus of ayes had 'brought to 
a peaceful end one of Chicago's most 
serious and threatening' labor situ- 
ations.

Horace Mariotte, the pawnbroker, 


arrested on an. affidavit made by 
postomce 
inspectors 
last 
week, 


charging him with 'having- received, 
secreted and concealed goods which 
he knew to have been stolen from 
the United States iuails, was dis- 
charged after a preliminary hearing 
before Commissioner Logan Wednes- 
day last. 
The government officials 


utterly failed to bring; evidence to 
substantiate their charge against Mr. 
Mariotte. 


The case was one which grew out 


of the action against Harvey Davis 
and Earl Reed, now in jail to await 
the action of the federal grand jury 
011 a charge of having stolen mer- 
chandise from the sucks at the Fort 
Wayne postofiiee. Davis wns a mail 
wagon driver and 
Reed was his 


chum. Both have made confessions. 


Reed asserts that he sold to Mr. 


Mariotte a new razor which had been 
stolen from the mails and given -him 
by Davis. He identified Mr. Mar- 
iotte as the man -who purchased the 
razor, giving him 25 cents for it 
Postofiiee Inspectors Kile and Foster, 
in looking; up the case against the 
boys, found the razor in the window 
of Mariotte's establishment, whicli 
they asserted was the one sold by 
Reed. The latter also identified the 
•azor. 


Mr. Mariotte, on -the other hand, 


contended tlaa'fc the razor found in 
his place had 'been in stock before 
the robbery of the mails occurred, 
and neither 'he ner 'Ms employes had 
any recollection of 
ever having 


bought a razor from Reed. The evi- 
dence was gone into -at much length 
in the hearing today, among 
the 


witnesses examined ibeing Inspec- 
tors Kile -and Foster, Col. John A. 
Scott, Mr. 
Dygert, 
an employe of 


Mariotte's and Ben Mariotte, also a 
clerk at that establishment. Assist- 
ant District Attorney Lafollette rep- 
resented the government, while At- 
torney A. H. Bittiuger defended Mr. 
Mariotte. 


Commissioner Logan, in his deci- 


sion discharging Mr. Mariotte, held 
that the identification of the razor 
had been established, but that there 
was no evidence to show that Mr.

THE FORT WAYNE 
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I TELLS OF TELEPHONE GROWTH 


• • G. W. BEERS SAYS DECATUR, IND., WAS 
ONE OF VEBY ji 
FIRST CITIES TO HAVE INDEPENDENT SYSTEM. 


George W. Beers, of Port "Wayne 


one of the most prominent independ 
eut telephone men in America, re 
cently prepared, at the request of th 
editor of Finance, a Cleveland publi 
cation, an article reviewing the in 
dependent long distance telephone 
situation of the central west. It i' 
doubtful if any man is better quali 
fied than Mr. Beers to speak upon 
this subject, and few men are better 
known in the telephone "world thai 
he. The Sentinel takes great pleas- 
ure in reprinting from Finance the 
article by Mr. Beers. 


"In the fall of 1894 the first inde- 


pendent telephone exchange in this 
state, and, so far as I know, the firsl 
in the United States, was put in op- 
eration at Decntnr, the capital ot 
Adams county, about twenty miles 
south of this city. 
The success of 


that exdhange was immediate and in 
rapid succession exchanges were con- 
structed in the county seats snr- 
•roundlng this city, both in this state 
iuid in the western edge of Ohio, so 
that by the end of 1895 exchanges 
were in operation in nil of northeast- 
ern Indiana and the adjacent counties 
r.f Ohio, including the cities of Lima 
r.ad Fort Wayne. 


"A demand sprung up for toll serv- 


ice between .the various exclianges, 
•which we were forced .to inset in order 
to hold our patrons, 
A little com- 


pany was organized with a capital of 
?25,,000, called the Western Tele- 
phone and Telegraph, company. We 
entered upon the construction of the 
connecting- toll lines in the belief thai 
the capital so invested would impose 
an additional burden upon our ex- 
change earnings and were without 
hope that the receipts from toll sea-v- 
ice would bring- sufficient returns to 
pay the cost of operation. The first 
experimental line was about 
ten 


aniles in length, connecting- two ex- 
changes of about 
100 
subscribers 


each. We were surprised to find the 
income from these lines not <on!y 
rendered them self-sustaining, 
but 


that there remained a profit equal to 
tlrat earned en .the capital invested 
in exchanges, .and in addition to this; 
extended service created a new de- 
mand 
for exchange service, which 


we believe amounted to an increase 
of 20 i)er cent, of itflie {number 
of 


subscribers during the first year, and 
their influence has 'been continuous, 
ea that 
exchanges originally in- 


1 'tended, for 
one 
or 
two 
hundred 


'phones have grown in seven years 
to five and even seven hundred reg- 
ular paying- subscribers, with like 
proportionate increase in the larger 
exchanges. 


"More money being necessaa-y, our 


little company was at once reorgan- 
ized under .the name of the Na- 
tional Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, with a capital of one -million 
dollars, and all of the exchanges in 
and about northeastern Indiana and 
northwestern Ohio were connected by 
-toll lines. Other toll line companies 
followed in rapid succession, such as 
the new Long Distance Telephone 
company of Indianapolis 
and the 


United States Telephone company of 
Ohio, so that now the subscribers of 
practically all of the 
independent 


exchanges In Indiana, Ohio and lower 
Michigan tire in touch 'with each 
other over a system of toll lines ex- 
tensive enough to answer the de- 
mands of 'tlie average patron of the 
telephone, and -all indications point 
to the early connection with the re- 
mainder of the large cities of the 
country. 
An extension, from -Erie, 


Pa., but a few miles in -length will 
give connection with the new ex- 
change now building in the city of 
Buffalo, and on to Albany -through 
the chain of exchanges in central 
New York, including the cities of 
Rochester, Syracuse and TTtica. The 
Kinloch Telephone company of St. 
Louis is building its lines across Illi- 
nois to meet the new Long Distance 
Telephone company's lines in this 
state at the city of Terre Haute. 


"Connections have recently been 


made by the United States Telephone 
company with the 
Pennsylvania 


lines reaching Pittsburg and it is 
understood that ,the gaps in Penn- 
sylvania will soon be closed through 
lines now being constructed 'by the 
Consolidated Telephone company and 
the United Telephone company, of 
that state, so -as to reach the inde- 
pendent exchanges at Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, and thus we shall 
have lines from 
the Atlantic sea- 


board through to the 
Mississippi 


river and -within that district a more 
complete service than that of our 
competitor, us our lines will not only 
reach a majority of the larger cities 
but also many more of the smaller 
points than are served by uny other 
wire service company. 


"A few months ago I was called in

United States Telephone company 
of Cleveland, the largest of the inde 
pendent long distance plants, com 
prising the principal lines in Ohi 
and Michigan, with extensions intc 
Indiana and Pennsylvania.

A Lesson That the West May 


Learn from the Experience of 
the East 


Considering that the American peo 


pie spend over §18,000,000 a year 01 
roses, violets and other hothouse pro 
ducts raised by 6,000 florists of this 
country, irrespective of the probably 
larger sums that are paid to seeds 
men and plant growers for publU 
and private gardens, it is eviden 
that an interest" is felt in flowers 
says the Brooklyn Eagle. Whethei 
it is interest or the lack of it tha 
leads vandals to destroy them when- 
ever they find them is open to argu- 
ment. A fondness for these pretty 
nectaries that leads to the snipping 
of blossoms from the plant is com- 
prehensible enough, 
but 
in their 


eagerness or indifference many teai 
the whole plant out of the earth. 


The result of this has been to al- 


most exterminate certain ct" the wild 
flowers that used to make the uppei 
end of Manhattan gay and that wer-i 
not unknown on the edge of Bi'ook- 
lyn. The Dutchman's breeches, that

LIGHT ON A RAILROAD DEAL 


GREAT LOUISVILLE AND NASH- 


VILLE COUP EXPLAINED. 


New York, July' 19.—The Sphinx 


has spoken. John W. Gates has re- 
vealed the secret of the 'birth of the 
"United States Steel corporation. He 
asserts that he is the real father of 
the billion-dollar steel trust. 
He 


declares that-he not only conceived 
the gigantic project, but laid down 
the plans which J. Pierpont Morgan 
carried out. 


Thess surprising 
statements are 


made in a five-column interview pub- 
lished in the Commercial Advertiser. 
In this interview Mr. Gates gives a 
complete and detailed account of his 
business career, from the 'time he 
started selling barbed wire on a sal- 
ary of $100 a month. He goes into 
all 'his big business deals since then, 
showing: each step in his rise and re-? 
vealing- his profits 
with amazing 


frankness. 
The story is told without 


bombast, and it is -a wonderfully in 
teresting tale. 


ORIGIN OF STEEL COMBINE. 
This is the stoiy of how he origi- 


nated the great steel trust: 


"In. talking- with James J. Hill one 


evening in January, 1901, he inform- 
ed me 'that J. P. Morgan was very 
much, disturbed over the iron, and 
steel situation. 
The Carnegie Steel 


company was threatening to build a 
large steel tube plant 'ami become a 
competitor of 
the 
National Tubs 


company, in which Mr. Morgan was 
largely interested, and; instrumental 
as a banker in bringing 'out. 


"After several hours' talk witli Mr. 


Hill I told 'him that, in my opinion, 
there was but one way to manage 
'the steel business 
of 
the United 


States and that was by an actual con- 
solidation, and that if Mr. Morgan 
would go to work at it right -all the 
iron and steel 
companies 
in the 


United States could be brought into 
one company. 


"Next day Mr. Morgan telephoned 


me and asked me to come down to 
the bank and explain -what I had 
said to Mr. Hill. I did so, 'and. out- 
lined to Mr. Morgan a plan, for the 
formation of what was 
afterward 


named the United States Steal cor- 
poration. 


ADVICE GIVEN MORGAN. 


"I told him about tha lines and 


general terms I thought would -nave 
to be adopted to obtain the Carnegie 
Steel company, which, 
being- 
the 


largest and most 
aggressive steel 


•works in -the world, was the "bone of 
•contention among 
all the iron and 


steel manufacturers. 
I assured him 


that there was but 
one way to ac- 


complish, the consolidation, and that 
was by getting Mr. Schwab, with 
whom I was very -well acquainted 
and with whom I had talked about 
the matter many times, to agree to 
n plan in advance and submit that 
plan to Mr. Carnegie and get his ap- 
proval, and 'then go 'ahead and con- 
summate the consolidation. 


"Mr. Morgan, requested ms to see 


Mr. Schwab and arrange a mesting 
at his residence. This I did, having 
first posted Mr. Schwab regarding 
my former talk with Mr. Morgan on 
the subject 
We fin-ally mapped out 


a plan, after several hours' talk, that 
Mr. Schwab thought Mr. Carnegie 
would agree to, and that I strongly 
recorniue nded. 


"After many conferences with the 


various concerns that now form the 
United States Steel corporation, the 
basis was made and all these prop- 
erties put tog-ether." 


J17STORY OF A EIG DEAL. 


Mr. Gates also revealed some of 


the inside operations of the deal in 
Louisville and Nashville stock. Un- 
der the latter head lie said: 


"We had the opinions of the best 


experts and auditors in the country 
that Louisville was worth more per 
share than Illinois Central before we 
started into it. 
We knew it hail 


$25,000.000 of quick cash assets in 
its treasury. 
The public did not 


know that. When we obtained 300,- 
000 shares of stock—the amount we 
started out to get—there was a short 
interest on the market of 150,000 
shares. 
Of it 100,000 shares was 


foreign flinrt interest; 50,000 was 
stock Mr. Be] moii t had sold under 
a resolution of the board authorizing 
its sale. 
These 50,000 F-hzres were 


not good deliveries for thirty days 
and if v/e had called the stock and 
insisted upon the specific perform- 
ance of contracts, as we had every 
right to d.i, we could have caused a 
panic greater than the May 9 panic. 


"The proposition w;.s made to me 


by a thoroughly responsible 
man, 


financially, that if I would call and 
insist upon delivery of Louisville 
and Nashville he would sell 500,000 
shares of stock flnd give me half of 
the profits for doing it.

IN TWENTY-TWO YEARS 


Chicago, July 19.—Fear that they 


could not secure enough of the lieu 


standard contract oats to fill July 
contracts, created great excitement 
among shorts on the board of trade 
today, and July oats soared to 65 
cents, the highest price since 1874, 
This point marked a gain for the day 
ot 734 cents, and of 15 cents for three 
days.

buried beneath showers of ashes nnd 
streams of burning 'lava. 
Legends 


tell us of icities suddenly swallowed 
up by chasms rent in the earth's sur- 
face, and explorations have revealed 
cities more slowly, but as certainly, 
buried and effaced by the drift and 
swirl of sand. The sea has drowned 
and submerged' others, and equally 
obliterating have been, 'the forces of 
human society, so that the thronged 
metropolis of one age has within a 
few centuries become the haunt of 
only -wild heists. 


In every country are such derelici 


centers of humanity, constituting the 
most fascinating 
mysteries of 'his- 


tory, 
"We kuo-w the story and fate 


of Pompeii and Herculaneum, 
but 


stranger is the decay and death of 
Babylon and Nineveh, 
those mar- 


velous cities of ths ancient world. 
Magnificent ruins still testify to the 
old glory of Baalbek, but how and 
why fell that city 
from its high 


estate? 


Even more mysterious is the great 


desert of 'Chinese 
Turkestan, 
the 


cemetery of a civilization of •which 
we know nothing. 
In that sea of 


sand Dr. Stern, acting on behalf of 
the Indian 'government, has recently 
unearthed 
many and great cities. 


""Weird looking 
rows of bleached 


timber pieces projecting in various 
places like 'the 
framework 
of 
a 


wrecked ship from between the sand 
dunes" were all that he saw in one 
locality, 
but the 
spade 
revealed' 


houses and temples covering tin area 
of sis: miles by four. Of the city his- 
tory is absolutely silent, but that 
it was once an important focus of 
human life is proved by the remains. 
The temples and houses, sculpture 
and frescoes, and cities possessed a 
high degree of civilization. House- 
hold articles 
3how that this and 


othsr cities were not uninfluenced by 
Greek and1 
Roman, 
thought. 
For 


2.000 yeara they have been "buried 
beneath the sand of the lifeless wil- 
derness. In some of the houses were 
discovered hundreds 
of 'documents 


beautifully written oh wooden tab- 
lets and carefully tied and sealed. 
The sand has preserved t-h'ese in per- 
fect condition, and as they are in a 
known Indian script their decipher- 
ment may be expected 
to reveal 


some of time's 
strangest 
secrets. 


Many of the 
idols 
and 
colossal 


statues were found to bear the votive 
offerings of worshipers 
long since 


dead. 
There is no evidence 
that 


these cities were abandoned owing 
to any sudden catastrophe, but their 
'desertion see<ms to have been, 'due to 
the inexorable encroachment of the 
saiid and the gradual silting up of 
the site.

In the so-called 
new world are 


mysteries not less gren't. 
From the 


remains of tha Incas, the Aztecs and 
the Mayas we can only; conjecture the 


civilization- and the story of those 
wonderful vanished 
nations. 
The 


forests of Yucatan 
are the store- 


house of many and strange secrets 
Tho volcanoes of Central 
America 


have been responsible for the blot- 
ting out of whole 
races and vas* 


cities. Who dare dismiss as fiction 
Eldorado 
and tha 
golden city of 


Manoa, which lured so many six- 
teenth century adventurers to death! 
In the mountains behind Santa Ma- 
ria, on the Caribbean, sea, are nvag- 
ifieent paved roads, thousands of feet 
above the sea level, and used to this 
day, but who 'made them no living 
man can guess. In the depths of the 
'crsst are the ruins of houses, but 
of the people who dwelt therein no 
more is known than of the inhabit- 
ants of Mars.

Colombia are 


scores of lost towns, now completely 
overgrown with tropical vegetation. 
Sometimes a hunter.in .pursuit of his 
quarry comes upon a paved 'Street 
and crumbling houses.

cent, in order to secure large con- 
victs which heretofore have been 
placed abroad. 
Tho Standard' 
Oil 


company has offered a con tract to 
lie American company for 1,500,000 
joxes of tin, providing it can be se- 
cured tvt a reduced rate. 
The tariff 


regulations provide that tin, can, be 
imported into this country under n 
duty of 81.40 a box, and if the tin 
is made up into cans here, filled =with 
oil and sent back to foreign countries 
a rebate of 99 per cent, of the duty 
on. 'the tin will be 
allowed. 
This 


makes it possible for the Standard 
Oil company to secure its tin cheaper 
in foreign 
markets. 
It now .pro- 


poses to give its large order to the 
American company if the latter will 
furnish tin at the same rate. The 
American, company f-eels ithe wages 
of the tin workers must be reduced 
if it fills this order. 
The induce- 


ment for the workman to comply 
•with this reduction is that many 
idle 'mills in various parts of the 
country will be started again and 
the -men 'already employed will

sure of steady work.
